The parish council can reclaim VAT in respect of the 
interior decoration of the village hall which was not subject. 
to reimbursement by the Management Committee. In other words 
if the goods and services were ordered by the parish council 
and paid for by rate~derived funds VAT can be reclaimed. 


As to the exterior works and flooxs treatment no 
refund of VAT can be claimed because the council in effect 
acted as agent for the management committee.

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the National Association, through the County Associations, is collecting information about 
the extent of the problem and various solutions, including legislation and alternative uses 
for the waste, for the General Purposes Committee to consider at its meeting on 29 November. 
A report on that meeting will appear in the Spring issue af the Review. 


Recovery of VAT. 
As a retired VAT Officer I have been following with great interest the articles 
and letters on repayment of VAT, 

Parish councils should not however threaten to send correspondence to their 
MPs; Customs and Excise staff are not easily intimidated. 

It is much more sensible to find out what the law requires and comply with 
it. The basic fact is that legally VAT’ may be repaid only to those who have 
paid it. So ifthe way you conduct your council business makes you ineligible 
for repayment, you simply have to change even long-established procedures. 

Most councils help local good causes by straightforward contributions to 


‘their funds, but nowadays giving actual cash is not the best way of helping. If 


an organisation wants to buy something liable to VAT the Council should buy 
itand make them a present of it. The transaction must be treated as a loan and 
legal ownership must be retained by the-council. The council should get a 
proper VAT invoice and include this in their ordinary accounts and VAT 
claims. Where funds are being sought for a particular project the council should 
take nominal charge of the project but may, if it so wishes, leave the actual 
management in the hands of the organisation. The cost of goods and services 
necessary for completion of the project should be inveiced to and paid for by 
the council, and VAT reclaimed in the normal way. The right to repayment is 
not invalidated ifthe council receives voluntary contributions from the orzanisa- 
tion being helped or from anyone else. 

Yo illustrate what can be done I would like to give you details of a recent 
project in which my parish council was involved. 

Many councillors and clerks of my generation who served with the RAF will 
remember Christ Church, Padgate, which recently had its churchyard extended. 
The ecclesiastical parish of Padgate takes in the whole of the civil parishes of 
Poulton-with-Fearnhead and Woolston and a large part of the civil parish of 
Croft. The three parish councils underteok to share the cost of the extension up 
to & maximum of £3,000 each. When it was realised how much of the work 
required was liable to VAT, discussions were held with the local VAT office 
with a view to getting the VAT repaid. After scveral suggestions were rejected 
one was finally accepted hy the VAT authorities. It was agreed that the 
project should be sponsored by Poulton-with-Fearnhead Council but the actual 
management was Icft in the hands of the Rector and his advisers who included 
officials of Warrington Boreugh Council and Warrington and Runcorn New 
Town Development Corporation.

All contractors and suppliers of materials invoiced the parish council which 
paid the bills and reclaimed the VAT. The other two councils paid their share 
in instalments from time to time as money was required. 

The total cost was £9,309.73, of which £1,132.25 was VAT. The net cost was 
therefore £8,177.48. The three councils were saved £822.52 between them and 
the Rector was saved £309.73 which he would have had to pay if the parish 
councils had merely made a donation of £3,000 each. (it should be noted that 
if the nel cost had exceeded £9,000 the Rector would have had to pay the excess 
to the sponsoring parish council) 

By the exercise of a lite ingenuity and some additional book-keeping the 
local community saved £1,132. which can’t be bad.
